Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious a compress and position apparatus comprising: a guide 
column, a base having a cylinder and a convex portion, a housing, a seat, an annular portion 
having a locating hole for receiving a locating pin, and a pressing plate in a structural 
arrangements as claimed. 

US 2,302,132, US 2,600,164, and US 2,343,167 disclose various compress and position 
apparatus, but none of these references, by themselves or in combination with the other prior art, 
teaches the compress and position apparatus as claimed in claim 1. 

US 6,156,167 to Patton et al. discloses a compress and position apparatus for pressing a 
substrate. But Patton does not disclose the apparatus in a structural arrangement as claimed in 
claim 1. 

Furthermore, none of these references discloses a base having a first plane arranged 
thereon at least one locating pin and a corresponding second plane having a convex portion 
arranged at the center thereof Thus claim 1 contains allowable subject matter over the prior art 
of record.
